INTRODUCTION 


One of radio's best adventure programs. The series was a 
very intense run from beginning to end. There was rarely a slow 
or dragging program. 


ESCAPE took the listener, tired of the everyday grind, and 
placed him in a perilous world of high adventure and intrigue. 
Week after week the stories gripped the listener in perilious 
situations with everything from being trapped ina lighthouse 
surrounded by millions of ravenous rats to floating on a raft in 
an empty sea with three thirsty escaped killers and a New Caledo- 
nia native unaffected by the relentless sun. This very popular 
program aired over CBS from July 7, 1947 to September 25, 1954. 


The series was for the most part sustained by the CBS radio 
network. Sponsorship came from the Ford Motor Company and the 
Richfield Oil Corporation in 1950 for a total of 19 programs. 
Plymouth sponsored two broadcasts in 1953. 


These broadcasts have held the test of time. The broadcast | 
of 11/12/47 "The Young Man With The Cream Tarts," was broadcast 

as "The Suicide Club" 27 years later on 05/07/74 over the CBS 
Radio Mystery Theater. Other scripts were also used in the 
1970's Radio Mystery Theater like, "An Occurrence At Owl Creek 
Bridge," "The Fall Of The House Of Usher," & "Diary Of A Madman." 


A few words about information contained in this log. There 
were nine series of broadcasts. Within each series, the scripts 
were numbered from one to the last script in that series. As an 
example, 06/28/53 One-Eighth Apache, is script #38 for the 
eighth series of the ESCAPE run. 


36 scripts were used for 48 repeat broadcasts. An earlier 
broadcast was not simply re-broadcast, but produced again, with 
cast changes. For this reason, this log will help collectors 
determine the correct broadcast date for the programs in their 
collection. In order to do this, not only is the cast credits 
listed here, but also the complete opening text. On some broad- 
casts, just a couple of words in the opening are different. So 
listen carefully while comparing the opening text in this log and 
the audio copy of your program.
